Presented  a  memorial  of  residents  and  owners  of  property, 
adjacent  to  Pine  street,  west  of  Schuylkill  Eighth  street,  asking 
that  gas  pipes  may  be  laid  in  Pine  street  from  Schuylkill  Eighth 
street  to  Watt's  Factory. 

Which  was  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Police. 

Mr.  Thompson, 

From  the  Committee  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  un- 
finished business  of  the  late  Councils,  made  a  report,  (Appendix 
No.  2,) 

Which  was  read  and  laid  on  the  table.

From  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways,  made  a  report, 
(Appendix  No.  3,)  with  three  bills  annexed. 

Which  was  read. 

On  motion, 

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consideration 
of  the  first  bill  annexed  to  the  report,  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
to  authorise  the  construction  of  a  Pier  at  the  foot  of  Walnut 
street,  on  the  river  Delaware,  and  South  thereof,  opposite  the 
wharf  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Camden  Steamboat  Ferry  Com- 
pany :  and  to  authorise  the  extension  of  the  culvert  in  Walnut 
street  through  the  same." 

The  first,  second,  and  third  sections  was  agreed  to. 

The  title  was  agreed  to. 
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And  the  bill  ordered  to  be  prepared  for  a  third  reading. 

It  was  then,  by  special  order,  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

Select  Council  concurred. 

On  motion, 

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consideration 
of  the  second  bill  annexed  to  the  report,  entitled  "  An  Ordi- 
nance making  an  appropriation  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Highways." 

The  first  and  only  section  was  agreed  to. 

The  title  was  agreed  to. 

And  the  bill  ordered  to  be  prepared  for  a  third  reading. 

It  was  then,  by  special  order,  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

Select  Council  concurred. 

On  motion, 

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consideration 
of  the  third  bill  annexed  to  the  report,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance 
to  establish  the  regulation  of  Delaware  Avenue,  between  Pine 
and  Lombard  streets." 

The  first  and  only  section  was  agreed  to. 

The  title  was  agreed  to. 

And  the  bill  ordered  to  be  prepared  for  a  third  reading. 

It  was  then,  by  special  order,  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

Select  Council  concurred. 

Mr.  Thompson,  in  his  place, 

Offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  three  members  of 
each  Council  be  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  organiz- 
ing a  system  of  Police,  which  shall  embrace  the  City  and  Dis- 
tricts, and  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  the  adjoining  Districts 
on  the  subject. 

Which  was  read. 
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On  motion, 

Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consideration 
of  the  resolution. 

When  the  same  was  agreed  to. 

The  President 

Appointed  Messrs.  Thompson,  Gerhard,  and  Flanigan  the 
Committee  on  part  of  Common  Council.

Informed  that  they  had  received  a  communication  from  the 
Mayor,  relative  to  an  increase  of* the  Night  Police,  and  recom- 
mending that  fire-arms  be  provided  at  the  Station  Houses,  and 
had  referred  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Police.

Informed  that  Select  Council  had  received  a  report  from  the 
Committee  on  City  Property,  and  had  passed  a  resolution  thereto 
annexed,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  Councils  approve  of  the  plan  adopted  by  the 
late  Committee  on  City  Property,  in  relation  to  the  construction 
of  the  Bridge  on  the  river  Schuylkill  at  High  street  and  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Broad    street,  and 
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hereby  authorize  the  Committee  on  City  Property  to  vary  the 
said  plan  in  any  of  its  details. 

Which  was  read. 
On  motion, 
Council  proceeded  to  the  second  reading  and  consideration 
of  the  resolution  annexed  to  the  report. 

When  the  same  was  agreed  to. 

So  Common  Council  concurred. 
Another  message 

Informed  that  the  Select  Councils  had  had  under  considera- 
tion the  resolution  appointing  a  Joint  Special  Committee  relative 
to  a  system  of  Police,  and  had  amended  the  same,  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  word  "  Resolved,"  and  inserting  the  following 
in  lieu  thereof,  to  wit : 

Whereas,  The  disturbance  of  the  peace,  by  gangs  of  lawless 
men  and  boys,  which  has  occurred  in  our  city,  and  the  sur- 
rounding districts,  during  the  last  few  years,  in  despite  of  the 
police  force,  and  which  has  more  recently  manifested  itself  in 
a  most  reckless  and  daring  manner,  calls  for  an  investigation 
into  the  police  arrangements,  as  well  of  our  city,  as  of  the  cor- 
porations adjoining  it,  with  the  view  to  such  amendments  in 
the  present  system  as  will  tend  to  remedy  the  evils  referred  to, 
Therefore, — 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Police  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  instructed  to  confer  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and 
with  the  authorities  of  the  surrounding  districts,  upon  "the  best 
measures  to  preserve  the  peace,  and  to  suppress  dispositions  to 
riot  and  lawlessness  within  the  city  and  districts,  and  report  to 
Councils  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.

— Provided,  That  such 
direction  shall  not  be  given  by  said  Committee,  until  the  plan, 
and  location,  and  cost  of  said  Railroad  be  submitted  to,  and 
approved  by  Councils ;  and  Provided  further,  That  twenty 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  first  been  subscribed  by  others." 

The  undersigned,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Schuylkill  Railroad  Co.,  report  to  the  Councils,  that 
unconditional  subscription  of  more  than  $20,000  has  been  made, 
and  the  first  instalment  paid — that  on  the  2d  of  July,  1849, 
letters  patent  were  issued  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the 
Company  regularly  organized  by  an  election  held  July  19th, 
1849.  The  Directors  subsequently  appointed  Edwd.  F.  Gay 
engineer,  who  in  pursuance  of  his  duty,  has  made  a  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  Schuylkill  river  front,  and  reports,  (see  his 
report  and  map  accompanying  this.) 

We,  therefore,  on  behalf  of  the  Schuylkill  Railroad  Co.  re- 
spectfully request  Councils  to  instruct  the  Committee  on  Public 
Highways  to  examine  said  report  and  map,  and  urge  at  the  next 
meeting  of  Councils  an  approval  thereof.  It  is  very  much  de- 
sired by  the  Company,  that  there  shall  be  no  unnecessary  delay, 
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in  consequence  of  their  wish  to  complete  the  road  by  the  time 
the  navigation  opens  next  spring.  We  are  urged  to  do  so,  by 
many  persons  now  engaged  in  business  on  the  river,  and  others 
who  are  only  awaiting  its  completion  to  remove  to  the  Schuyl- 
kill front  of  the  city.

That  after  some  unavoidable  delay,  arising  in  part  from  the 
absence  of  several  members  of  the  Committee  from  the  city  ; 
they  have  duly  considered  the  important  subject  of  providing 
fire-arms  for  the  use  of  the  police  ;  the  result  of  which  is  sub- 
mitted in  the  following  extract  from  their  minutes. 

In  relation  to  that  portion  of  the  letter  of  the  Mayor,  which 
suggests  an  increase  in  the  present  number  of  policemen — this 
subject  is  in  a  course  of  investigation,  and  will  be  reported  here- 
after, when  the  necessary  information  shall  have  been  obtained.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 
Gentlemen, 
It  seems  necessary,  under  existing  circumstances,  to  increase 
the  Night  Police  force,  in  the  southwestern  district.     From  my 
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present  information,  I  should  judge  an  increase  of  ten  men 
would  be  sufficient.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  whether  so  large 
a  number  will  be  necessary  as  a  permanent  arrangement. 

I  beg  leave  also  to  suggest  to  you  the  expediency  of  provid- 
ing arms  to  be  kept  at  the  Station  Houses — to  be  used  under 
proper  regulations,  by  the  Day  and  Night  Police,  in  cases  of 
riots  and  armed  resistance  to  the  law.  To  make  this  measure 
effectual,  however,  it  would  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  officer  to  be  charged  with  the  especial  duty  of 
drilling  and  training  the  police  in  the  proper  use  of  the  arms  pro- 
vided, and  of  taking  the  command  under  the  superior  authority, 
on  such  emergencies  as  are  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  Assem- 
bly, passed  April  12th,  1845,  for  the  better  regulation  of  the 
Police  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  &c.

On  motion  the  following,  offered  in  Select  Council  by  Mr. 
Waterman,  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Police  : 

Whereas,  It  is  demanded  by  the  character  and  peace  of  our 
City,  for  the  reasons  here  set  forth,  that  the  Police  of  the  City 
should  be  effectually  empowered  to  suppress  the  gangs  of  armed 
persons  infesting  our  suburbs,  and  often  coming  into  the  City 
proper  with  riotous  intentions  : 

First. — Because  the  number  of  these  persons  and  their  habi- 
tual use  of  fire-arms  and  other  deadly  weapons,  enable  them  to 
defy  the  approach  of  a  civil  force. 

Second. — Because  in  frequent  attempts  to  arrest  them,  the 
Police  officers  have  been  severely  wounded,  and  their  lives 
imminently  endangered  in  the  courageous  performance  of  their 
duties. 

Thirdly. — Because  the  officers  thus  disabled  and  deprived  of 
the  means  of  support  for  themselves  or  families,  have  a  just 
claim  on  the  public  treasury,  which  is  thus  taxed  to  a  consider- 
able amount. 

Fourthly. — Because  the  ultimate  recourse  to  the  Military  to 
sustain  the  Police,  is  an  additional  and  very  large  item  of  ex- 
pense. 
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Fifthly. — Because  this  recourse  (to  the  Military)  never  avails, 
until  the  rioters  themselves  are  wearied  with  the  work  of  outrage, 
and  have  destroyed  life  and  property  to  the  extent  of  their  mo- 
mentary determination. 

Sixthly. — Because  the  system  of  calling  upon  the  Military  to 
suppress  riots,  is  becoming  so  odious  to  that  class  of  our  citi- 
zens, that  there  is  great  reason  to  fear  the  Military  will  not 
hereafter  be  a  reliable  source. 

Lastly. — Because  the  protection  of  our  citizens,  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  every  right,  incident  to  the  civil  compact,  is  the  duty 
of  their  representatives,  and  to  be  fulfilled  without  regard  to 
consequences,  to  any  class  of  the  community  which  systematic- 
ally violates  that  compact. 

Therefore  Resolved,  1st,  That  the  Police  Committee  be  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  procure  arms  and  ammunition  to  be 
placed  in  the  Mayor's  office,  to  be  used  under  the  direction  of 
the  Mayor,  by  the  Day  and  Night  Police,  whenever  called  out 
to  suppress  riots. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  the  Mayor  may,  whenever  in  his  opinion 
it  shall  be  advisable,  arm  that  portion  of  the  Day  and  Night 
Police,  placed  on  duty  in  the  suburbs  of  the  City. 

Reference  concurred  in  by  Common  Council,  Nov.  8,  1849. 

Document  C. 

On  motion,  the  following,  offered  by  Mr.  Thompson,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Police. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Police  be  requested  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  forming  a  bill,  which  shall  have 
for  its  object  the  election  by  a  general  vote  of  the  county,  of  a 
Chief  of  Police,  whose  duty  shall  be  the  special  and  efficient 
regulation  of  the  entire  Police  of  the  County  ;  and  also  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Captain  and  Aid  for  the  City  Police,  by  a  vote  of  the 
City  proper ;  and  a  Captain  and  Aid  for  each  district,  by  the 
vote  of  each  of  the  respective  districts.  The  Chief  of  Police  to 
have  the  command  and  control  of  the  Captains  and  Aids,  as 
well  as  of  the  Police  under  them  ;  and  the  Captains  to  have  the 
command  and  control  of  their  Aids,  and  of  the  Police  force 
of  each  of  their  respective  districts.  The  Captains  to  be  re- 
sponsible to  the  Chief  for  the  condition  and  discipline  of  their 
respective  forces.  The  Chief  of  Police  to  have  examining  and 
committing  authority  over  persons  arrested  for  offences  within 
the  limits  of  the  county ;   and  the  captains  at  their  respective 
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stations  to  have  examining  and  committing  authority  over  per- 
sons arrested  in  their  respective  districts.

be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Gas  Works,  the  Chairman  of 
which  shall  be  a  member  of  Common  Council :  the  said  Com- 
mittee shall  perform  such  duties  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  to  them  by  Councils,  and  the  members  thereof  shall 
be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gas 
Works.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  been  directed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Phila.  Gas  Works 
to  present  to  you,  in  anticipation  of  the  Annual  Report,  a  brief 
statement  of  the  present  condition,  and  probable  state  of  the 
works  on  the  first  day  of  January  next. 

Under  the  authority  given  by  the  Ordinances  of  1848  and 
1849,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars 
has  been  borrowed  :  the  first  section  of  the  second  Retort  house 
has  been  built,  fitted  with  Retorts  and  other  apparatus,  and  is 
now  fully  employed.  A  new  purifying  house  and  apparatus 
has  been  constructed  ;  the  large  distributing  mains  have  been 
procured  and  laid,  and  about  seven  miles  of  ordinary  street 
mains  have  been  put  down.  The  wharf  property  south  of  the 
Permanent  Bridge, has  been  improved,  and  commodious  build- 
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ings  for  the  storage  of  coal  have  been  erected.     Independently 
of  the  increased  demand  from  the  Districts  of  Spring  Garden 
and  Southwark,  the  increase  of  the  lights  supplied  in  the  City 
is  16,121,  and  there  are  now  applications  on  our  books  for  the 
supply  of  about  2,000  lights  more.     The  increase  of  the  manu- 
facture over  that  of  1848,  has  already  exceeded  twenty-four  per 
cent.,  but  the  increase  in  the  month  of  November,  since  the 
completion  of  the  large  mains  this  year,  is  forty-nine  and  a  half 
per  cent.,  which  increase  is  mainly  owing  to  the  more  perfect  sup- 
ply furnished  through  the  mains.    Judging  by  the  experience  of 
past  years,  there  will  probably  be  a  daily  demand  on  the  works 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  December,  for  nearly  800,000 
cubic  feet  of  Gas  ;  the  consumption  now,  under  full  lighting,  is 
about   650,000    cubic  feet.     Our  productive    ability  will  not 
average,  with  all  our   apparatus  in  usual  working  order,  more 
than  about  750,000  cubic  feet.     It  is  true  that  a  greater  pro- 
duction per  retort  than  that  has  been  obtained  at  our  works,  but 
then  nearly  all  the  retorts  were  new  and  every  part  of  the  ap- 
paratus in  the  most  effective  working  condition,  and  supplied 
with  the  best  gas  making  coals.   To  maintain  the  production  at 
that  point  will  require  the  doing  of  the  ordinary  repairs  under 
the  most  unfavourable  circumstances,  such  as  the  resetting  of 
the  retorts  amidst  a  mass  of  red-hot  surrounding  brick  work.  It 
is  exceedingly  difficult  to  obtain  workmen  who  are  thus  willing 
to  expose   themselves,  and  their  refusal,  or  the   occurrence   of 
any  extraordinory  casualty  in  the  retort  beds  or  other  apparatus 
would  materially  diminish  our  productive  ability. 

Our  storage  capacity  in  all  the  gasholders  does  not  exceed 
650,000  cubic  feet,  and  from  this  and  the  foregoing  statements 
it  is  evident  that  the  demand  upon  the  works  is  now  nearly  if 
not  quite  equal  to  their  fair  working  capacity.  It  is  therefore 
the  duty  of  the  Trustees,  to  bring  the  state  of  the  works  and  the 
probable  future,  before  the  Councils,  at  the  earliest  moment,  so 
that  provision  may  be  seasonably  made  for  proper  enlargements, 
or  the  official  sanction  of  the  corporation  be  given  to  the  refusal 
of  new  applicants.  The  Trustees  give  it  as  their  deliberate 
opinion  that  it  will  not  be  practicable  to  supply  a  greater  num- 
ber of  customers  than  will  probably  be  registered  on  the  first  of 
January,  1850,  without  considerable  additions  to  the  works.  In 
order  to  meet  the  increase  of  demand  in  1850,  and  to  provide 
for  the  steady  enlargement  of  it  which  may  be  expected  in  the 
two  succeeding  years,  the  Trustees  think  that  it  will  be  requisite, 

First.  To  complete  Retort  house,  No.  2,  and  to  fit  it  with 
retorts  and  purifying  apparatus. 

Second.  To  increase  the  means  of  storing  gas,  by  the  erection 
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of  four  Telescopic  gasholders  of  the  size  recently  put  up,  or  by 
one  of  140  feet  diameter,  which  would  contain  as  much  as  five 
of  the  former  size,  and  cost  but  little  more  than  three.  If  the 
one  of  large  dimensions  be  put  up,  a  large  portion  of  the  lot  now 
appropriated  for  gasholders  will  be  left  for  the  storage  of  coke, 
rosin,  pipes  and  other  materials.  That  space  would  be  wholly 
occupied  by  the  erection  of  the  four  smaller  ones.  Considera- 
tions therefore  of  economy  in  money  as  well  as  the  saving  of 
space,  decidedly  recommend  the  erection  of  the  largest  size. 

Third.  To  complete  the  coal  stores  south  of  High  street,  to 
extend  the  buildings  for  the  preparation  of  lime  for  the  purifiers 
and  to  enclose  the  premises. 

In  this  way  provision  may  be  made  for  an  increase  of  de- 
mand for  the  next  three  years  of  about  twenty  per  cent,  per 
annum,  if  the  price  of  gas  be  continued  at  the  present  rate,  and 
all  the  surplus  profits  be  applied  for  new  works  in  addition  to 
the  loan  which  we  are  about  to  ask  you  to  authorize. 

There  is  another  difficulty  under  which  the  Trust  has  hereto- 
fore always  labored,  growing  out  of  the  necessity  of  purchasing 
our  supplies  of  coal  and  other  materials  on  credit.  This  un- 
doubtedly enhances  the  cost  of  our  gas,  and  to  that  extent 
diminishes  our  ability  to  enlarge  the  works.  Provision  should 
be  made  for  an  actual  working  capital  of  at  least  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  so  as  to  enable  the  Trustees  to  make  all  purchases  for 
cash. 

Our  engineer  estimates  the  cost  of  what  is  now  proposed  as 
follows  : 

Completion  of  Retort  house,  purifiers  and  apparatus,  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  Four  gasholders  of  80  feet  in  diameter,  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  one  of  one  hundred  and  forty  feet 
diameter,  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

Completion  of  coal  stores,  lime-kilns,  sheds  and  enclosing 
lot,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Working  capital,  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

These  make  a  total  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  if  the 
large  gasholder  be  adopted,  or  two  hundred  and  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  if  the  smaller  ones  be  chosen  ;  and  the  Trustees  re- 
spectfully suggest  the  passing  of  an  Ordinance  authorizing  the 
needful  sum  to  be  borrowed  and  applied  to  the  above  named 
purposes  as  the  money  may  be  required.  In  order  to  secure  the 
completion  of  the  new  work  by  the  time  it  will  be  needed  for 
the  supply  of  an  enlarged  custom,  the  contracts  ought  to  be  made 
without  delay.  It  will  require  nearly  the  whole  of  the  next  ten 
months  to  complete  it,  and  if  a  delay  of  a  month  or  two  occurs 
it  will  not  be  available  for  use  next  autumn. 
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*The  disastrous  consequences  of  a  failure  to  supply  the  public 
and  private  lights  dependent  upon  the  works,  can  be  so  readily 
appreciated,  that  the  Board  deems  it  unnecessary  to  enlarge 
upon  them,  being  assured  that  the  Councils  will  either  forthwith 
provide  the  means  to  guard  against  such  an  event,  or  authorize 
the  Trustees  to  decline  receiving  new  customers  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1850.

The  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Police  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  reasons,  which  have  induced  them  to 
dissent  from  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  entitled  "an  Ordinance 
to  provide  Fire-arms  for  the  use  of  the  Police,"  reported  to 
Councils  by  direction  of  the  majority  of  that  Committee. 

First,  Because  they  doubt  the  right  of  Councils,  under 
existing  laws,  to  put  fire-arms  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Police,  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Sheriff  or  Mayor. 
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Second,  Because  they  believe,  that  such  means  of  offence 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  civil  police,  are  unknown  to  this 
country,  except  in  one  or  more  of  the  Southern  cities,  where 
the  habits  of  the  people  are  derived  from  laws  and  customs 
entirely  different  from  those  which  have  prevailed  in  the 
Northern  States. 

Third,  Because  they  believe  it  better  to  have  resort  in 
extreme  cases,  where  fire-arms  are  required,  to  an  organized 
military  company,  on  whose  discretion  and  firmness  more 
reliance  can  be  placed. 

Fourth,  Because  having  three  hundred  and  fifteen  men 
in  the  service  of  the  city,  the  undersigned  think  that  there  are 
sufficient  means  under  the  control  of  the  authorities,  if  pro- 
perly used,  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  city,  without  having 
recourse  to  the  questionable  measure  of  placing  in  their 
hands  "  one  hundred  stand  of  arms  and  ammunition." 

Fifth,  Because  the  infractions  of  the  peace  are  generally 
occasioned  by  persons  residing  in  the  adjoining  districts, 
where  they  cannot  be  pursued  by  the  armed  City  Police, 
unless  under  the  direction  of  the  Sheriff,  whose  posse  would 
more  properly  consist  of  persons  provided  by,  or  connected 
with,  the  districts  themselves. 

Sixth,  Because  the  efficiency  of  the  police  force  is  in  great 
measure  destroyed  by  the  want  of  an  active  Superintendent. 
The  duties  of  the  Mayor  as  a  magistrate,  occupying  much  of 
the  time,  which  would  be  better  employed  in  directing  and 
regulating  the  police,  and  employing  means  to  prevent  dis- 
turbances. 

Seventh,  Because  there  is  a  prospect  of  the  establishment 
of  a  general  police  for  the  city  and  districts,  distinct  from 
their  separate  municipal  governments  ;  and  the  undersigned, 
therefore,  consider  it  inexpedient  to  adopt,  at  this  time,  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  bill  referred  to,  which  the  pro- 
posed change  may  render  entirely  unnecessary,  and  possibly 
injurious.

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  a  com- 
munication from  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works, 
asking  for  authority  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $200,000,  to  pro- 
cure the  means  of  extending  the  said  works,  and  to  furnish 
a  cash  capital  for  carrying  on  the  same,  respectfully  report — 

That  they  have  had  the  subject  referred  to  them  under 
consideration,  and,  after  having  examined,  into  the  facts  upon 
which  the  request  is  founded,  the  Committee  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  plans  of  the  Trustees  are  judicious, 
and  should  receive  the  sanction  of  Councils. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  unless  the  works  are  enlarged 
the  Trustees  must  soon  cease  to  take  new  customers.  The 
latter  step  would  be  much  to  be  lamented,  because  the  City 
Corporation,  from  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  gas,  is  gra- 
dually accumulating  a  fund  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  cost  of 
the  works,  and  thus  obtaining  a  valuable  property,  free  from 
incumbrance  of  any  kind,  which  result  will  be  accelerated 
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by  increasing  the  production  and  sale  of  the  article.  Be- 
sides which,  as  the  existence  of  the  City  works  practically 
prevents  the  erection  of  other  establishments,  it  would  be 
unjust  to  deprive  our  citizens  who  may  desire  the  new  intro- 
duction of  gas  into  their  buildings,  from  the  privilege  of  con- 
suming it. 

The  Committee  would  therefore  ask  leave  to  present  the 
accompanying  bill,  and  earnestly  recommend  its  enactment 
by  Councils.

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled, 
That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Trustees  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Gas  Works  to  extend  the  same  and  to  provide  for  the 
management  thereof,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  author- 
ized, on  the  requisition  of  said  Trustees,  to  borrow,  on  the 
faith  of  the  City,  such  sums  of  money  as  they  may  require,  not 
exceeding  in  the  whole,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars;  and 
of  the  sum  so  borrowed  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  retained  and  exclusively  used  by  the  said  Trustees 
as  capital  for  carrying  on  said  Works,  and  the  balance  shall 
be  applied  to  the  extension  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  certificates  to  be  issued  to  the 
lenders  of  the  money  so  borrowed,  shall  bear  an  interest  not 
exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly  on 
the  first  day  of  January  and  July,  and  be  redeemable  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy,  and  shall  be  in  like  form  and  transferable  in  like 
manner  with  the  certificates  of  the  other  loans  authorized  for 
the  purposes  of  said  Gas  Works. 
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Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  set  apart 
out  of  the  profits  of  said  Gas  Works,  the  sum  of  ten  per 
centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  borrowed  by  virtue  of  this 
Ordinance,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  thereon  ; 
and  such  part  of  the  said  ten  per  centum  per  annum  as  may 
not  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  interest,  and 
the  accumulations  thereof,  shall  be  invested  in  the  same 
manner  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  other  appropria- 
tions to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  said  Gas  Works  are  now 
directed  to  be  invested,  accumulated  and  applied ;  and  any 
premium  that  may  be  received  on  the  said  loan,  together 
with  any  unappropriated  profits  of  the  said  Works  up  to  the 
first  day  of  January,  1851,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  said  Sinking  Fund.

The  Managers  of  the  "  Wills'  Hospital,  for  the  Indigent 
Lame  and  Blind,"  submit  to  Councils  their  Sixteenth  Annual 
Report.

In  addition  to  the  number  of  patients  who  have  been 
under  treatment  within  the  walls  of  the  Institution,  345 
have  received  advice  and  medicines  on  the  regular  prescribing 
days,  nearly  one  hundred  more  than  made  similar  application 
last  year. 

The  Hoard  are  not  able  to  state  with  accuracy  the  number 
of  surgical  operations  which  have  been  performed,  but,  as  in 
former  years,  many  cases  have  been  relieved  by  the  skill  of 
our  surgeons.  The  Steward  has  received  from  pay  patients 
and  other  sources,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-six 
i3080  dollars,  which  has  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Insti- 
tution, and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer.  The  affairs  of  the 
household  have  been  conducted  with  judicious  economy,  and 
(he  comfort  of  the  inmates  has  been  studied  by  those  inte- 
rested with  the  management  of  this  department. 

Our  obligations  continue  due  to  the  Physicians  who  have 
faithfully  discharged  the  responsible  duties  which  devolve 
upon  them,  without  pecuniary  compensation  :  and,  in  closing 
this  report,  we  would  advert  with  thankfulness  to  the  fact, 
that  during  the  prevalence  of  the  fearful  epidemic  in-  our 
City,  no  death  occurred  among  the  inmates  or  those  con- 
nected with  the  management  of  the  Institution.

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled, 
That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  forthwith  to  subscribe,  in  the  name  of  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  for  Ten 
Thousand  Shares  in  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company ;  which  said  subscription  shall  be  in  lieu 
of  the  first  additional  ten  thousand  shares,  mentioned  and 
provided  for  in  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  Supplement : 
anything  contained  in  the  said  Ordinance  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 
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To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  on  the  Girard 
College  for  Orphans. 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled, 
That  immediately  upon  the  passage  hereof,  and  annually 
thereafter  on  the  organization  of  Councils,  there  shall  be  ap- 
pointed a  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  two  members  of  each 
Council,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Girard  College 
for  Orphans ;  the  Chairman  of  which  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Select  Council.  The  said  Committee  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  assigned  to  them  by 
Councils ;  and  the  members  thereof  shall  be  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Girard  College  for 
Orphans.

"  A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance  entitled  '  An  Ordinance 
to  authorize  a  Subscription,  on  the  part  of  the  City,  to  the 
Capital  Stock  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  and 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  instalments  thereon.'  " 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled, 
That  the  City  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  whenever  required  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
issue  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  certificates  of 
City  loan  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  subscription  to 
the  ten  thousand  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  said 
Railroad  Company,  directed  to  be  made  by  an  Ordinance 
passed  the  10th  day  of  January,  1850:  the  said  certificates 
to  bear  an  interest  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable 
half  yearly  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July ;  to  be  in 
the  usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  loan,  and  of  such  sums 
as  the  said  Company  may  require,  not,  however,  for  any 
fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars  :  the  said  loan  and  the 
amount  already  issued,  to  pay  the  first  instalment  on  said 
subscription,  to  be  redeemable,  one  half  thereof  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  1882,  and  the  other  half  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  1883,  and  not  before,  without  the  consent  of  the  holders 
of  said  certificates  :  and  the  said  certificates  shall  be  trans- 
ferable in  like  manner  with  other  certificates  of  City  debt. 

Sect.  2.  Jlnd  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  so  much  of  any  Ordinance  as  is 
inconsistent  herewith,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

The  Committee  on  Public  Highways  Report — 

That  on  the  25th  of  October,  1S49,  Councils  referred  to 
them  a  communication  from  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, relative  to  a  subscription  to  the  same,  iti  accordance 
with  a  resolution  of  Councils,  passed  Dec.  4,  1S45.  The 
communication  also  submitted  to  Councils  for  their  approval 
a  plan  of  the  location  of  said  road. 

On  the  15th  of  April,  1845,  an  Act  of  Assembly  was  passed, 
authorizing  the  Governor,  when  500  shares  of  stock  of  $100 
per  share  should  have  been  subscribed,  and  a  payment  of  $5 
on  each  share  made,  to  incorporate  a  Company,  to  be  styled 
"The  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  Company,"  which  should  have 
authority  "  to  construct,  lay  down,  establish,  and  put  in  ope- 
ration a  suitable  rail  road,  with  a  single  or  double  track, 
commencing  at  and  connecting  with  the  Philadelphia  and 
Columbia  Rail  Road,  at  a  point  between  the  east  side  of 
Schuylkill  Front  street  (continued)  and  the  west  side  of  Fair- 
mount  street,  thence  southwardly  by  the  most  convenient  and 
practicable  route,  approaching  as  near  to  the  Schuylkill  river 
as  the  nature  of  the  ground,  the  accommodation  of  trade 
and  business,  and  other  circumstances  will  reasonably  admit, 
until  it  reaches  South  street,  with  the  liberty  of  extension,  if 
the  Stockholders  approve,  from  South  street  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Rail 
Road,  at  a  point  above  Gray's  Ferry :"  and  to  make  the 
necessary  depots,  and  such  turnouts,  branches  or  lateral  rail 
roads  leading  to  and  from  the  premises  bordering  on  the 
road,  and  to  and  from  the  wharves  and  buildings  on  the 
eastern  bank  of  the  Schuylkill,  as  might  be  necessary  or  con- 
venient to  accommodate  the  trade  or  business  connected 
therewith.  In  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  for  the 
management  and  protection  of  the  same,  it  is  provided  by 
the  same  act,  that  the  Company  is  "  to  have  all  the  rights, 
powers,  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions, 
provisions,  and  penalties  conferred  and  imposed  upon  the 
Northern  Liberties  and  Penn  Township  Rail  Road  Company, 
by  the  act  of  23d  April,  1829." 

The  manner  and  place  of  forming  the  connection  with  the 
Philadelphia  and  Columbia  Rail  Road  is  to  be  approved  by 
the  Canal  Commissioners,  or  an  Engineer  or  Superintendent 
by  them  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

By  reference  to  the  act  incorporating  the  N.  L.  and  Penn 
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Township  R.  R.  Co.,  it  appears,  among  other  things,  that  the 
rail  road  therehy  authorized  to  be  made  shall  be  constructed, 
in  such  manner,  that  no  part  of  it,  unless  stationary  power 
be  employed,  shall  rise  above  two  feet  in  every  one  hundred 
feet.  That  the  road  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  impede 
the  free  use  and  passage  of  any  public  street,  which  may 
cross  or  enter  at  the  same  :  provided  that  the  level  of  the 
rail  road  shall  not  be  interrupted  by  such  street. 

The  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  Company,  as  appears  by  the  act 
last  referred  to,  are  therefore  required  so  to  locate  the  rail 
road  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use  and  passage  of  any  pub- 
lic street  crossing  the  same  :  provided  the  level  of  the  road 
shall  not  be  interrupted  by  such  street. 

In  Oct.  and  Nov.,  1845,  petitions  were  presented  to  Coun- 
cils from  residents,  and  persons  engaged  in  business  on  the 
Schuylkill  front  of  the  City,  asking  Councils  to  authorize  the 
construction  of  a  rail  road  from  the  Columbia  Rail  Road,  near 
Fairmount,  along  the  western  front  of  the  City,  and  suggest- 
ing the  propriety  of  the  City  subscribing  for  a  portion  of  the 
stock:  These  petitions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Highways.  That  Committee  on  the  4th  of  December, 
1845,  made  a  report  on  the  subjects  so  referred  to  them, 
wherein  they  state  that  they  are  "  of  opinion  that  the  value 
of  the  public  wharves,  and  other  property  belonging  to  the 
City  on  its  western  front,  would  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
proposed  Rail  Road,  and  that  it.  would  be  right  and  proper 
that  the  subject  should  be  encouraged  by  Councils;*'  and 
report  a  resolution  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  the  Company. 

This  resolution,  after  several  amendments,  was  finally 
adopted  by  Councils  on  the  26th  of  March,  1S46,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  sub- 
scribe, on  behalf  of  this  Corporation,  for  fifty  shares  of  stock 
in  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  Company,  when  directed  to  do 
so  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Highways :  provided  that 
such  direction  shall  not  be  given  by  said  Committee  until  the 
plan  and  location  and  cost  of  such  rail  road  be  submitted  to, 
and  approved  by  Councils  :  and  provided  further,  that  twenty 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  first  subscribed  by  others." 

On  the  18th  of  March,  1S46,  a  supplement  to  the  act  to 
incorporate  the  Company  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  by 
which  the  original  act  was  amended  in  such  wise  as  to 
authorize  the  Governor  to  issue  letters  patent  when  two  hun- 
dred shares  of  stock  was  subscribed,  in  lieu  of  five  hundred, 
as  required  by  the  original  act.     It  was  further  provided  by 
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this  Supplement,  "  That  the  said  rail  road  shall  not  be  con- 
structed within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, until  the  location  thereof  is  npproved  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia."  The  same 
act  further  provides  :  that  the  Company  shall  not  have  power 
to  lay  down  any  rail  road  in  any  of  the  streets,  &c,  of  the 
District  of  Spring  Garden,  without  first  having  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  Commissioners  thereof. 

Before  the  Company,  therefore,  can  locate  and  lay  down 
their  road,  they  must  obtain, 

Is/.  The  consent  of  the  Canal  Commissioners,  or  of  an  Engi- 
neer or  Superintendent,  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  the 
manner  and  place  of  forming  the  connection  with  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Columbia  Rail  Road. 

2d.  The  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Spring  Garden,  that  the  rail  road  may  be  laid  in  the  streets, 
&c,  in  that  District. 

3d.  The  approbation  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 
of  the  location  of  the  road  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Before  the  Company  can  ask  the  subscription  of  the  City 
to  be  made  to  the  50  shares  of  stock,  they  must  submit  to, 
and  obtain  the  approval  of  Councils,  to  the  plan  and  location 
and  cost  of  the  road  :  and  also  procure  the  subscription  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  from  other  sources. 

The  consent  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  has  not  yet  been 
obtained  "  to  the  manner  and  place  of  forming  the  connection 
with  the  Columbia  Rail  Road,"  nor  has  it  been  asked.  It  is 
considered  a  matter  of  course,  and  can,  without  doubt,  be 
obtained  whenever  applied  for.  Such  consent  being  required 
by  the  Commonwealth  to  all  connections  with  the  public 
works,  in  order  that  the  sufficiency  of  the  turnout  for  its  pur- 
poses may  be  ascertained. 

The  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Spring 
Garden  has  been  given  to  the  Rail  Road  Company  for  the 
purposes  mentioned. 

The  Committee  hereunto  submit  a  plan,  which  will  show 
the  proposed  location  of  the  road  in  the  City  ;  it  has  been 
approved  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works,  to  whom  it  was 
submitted  by  the  Committee,  because  the  road  passes  near  to 
the  works,  and  through  a  lot  on  the  south  side  of  Market 
street,  upon  which  your  Committee  are  informed  it  is  desir- 
able to  erect  some  additional  fixtures,  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Gas  Works. 

The  Committee  think  the  location  of  the  road  is  obnoxious 
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to  as  few  objections  as  any  rail  road  can  be,  in  the  streets  of 
a  large  city. 

They  therefore  submit  a  resolution  approving  of  the  loca- 
tion, which  they  recommend  Councils  to  adopt. 

The  plan  of  the  road,  that  is  to  say,  the  size  and  form  of 
the  rails,  and  of  the  superstructure,  &c,  is  set  forth  in  a  letter 
from  Edw.  J.  Gay  to  C.  Johnson,  Pres't.  of  the  Company, 
and  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  subscription  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  has  been 
obtained:  this  is  shown  by  the  fact,  that  letters  patent  have 
issued,  erecting  the  subscribers  of  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
shares  into  a  body  corporate.  The  law  authorizing  the 
Governor  to  issue  such  letters  patent,  requiring  that  three  of 
the  Commissioners  named  in  the  act  shall  verify  by  affidavit, 
that  at  least  two  hundred  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  and  five  dollars  on  each  share  paid  thereon. 

The  estimate  of  the  expense  of  road  will  appear  in  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Gay,  before  referred  to. 

The  Committee  present  an  Ordinance  to  authorize  the 
subscription,  on  the  part  of  the  City,  to  50  shares  of  the 
Capital  Stock  of  the  Company,  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor.

Resolved,  That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  hereby  approve  of  the  location  of  a 
rail  road,  to  be  constructed  by  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
as  the  same  is  delineated  on  a  plan  herewith  presented  and 
annexed  : — 

The  description  of  which  is  as  follows,  namely  : — Com- 
mencing at  the  intersection  of  Vine  and  Washington  street, 
thence  crossing  by  a  reverse  curve  a  vacant  lot  eastwardly 
to  Ashton  street,  thence  southwardly  along  Ashton  street  to 
about  one  hundred  feet  south  of  High  street,  thence  across  a 
lot  of  ground  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  Beech 
street,  thence  southward  to  the  north  side  of  Walnut  street, 
thence  southwestwardly  along  the  heads  of  the  wharves  on 
the  Schuylkill  front  of  the  City  to  Cedar  street. 
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To  authorize  a  subscription,  on  the  part  of  the  City,  to  the 
Capital  Stock  of  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  Company,  and 
to  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  instalments  thereon. 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled, 
That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  subscribe,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citi- 
zens of  Philadelphia,  for  fifty  shares  in  the  Capital  Stock  of 
the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  Company;  being  the  same  sub- 
scription that  was  directed  to  be  made  upon  certain  condi- 
tions by  a  resolution  of  Councils,  passed  on  the  26th  March, 
1845. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Highways,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  respective  instal- 
ments on  said  shares  of  stock,  as  the  same  may  become  due 
and  payable,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  incorpo- 
rating the  said  Rail  Road  Company. 

To  the  Committee  of  Councils  on  Public  Highways. 

The  location  of  a  Rail  Road  along  the  eastern  bank  of  the 
Schuylkill  river,  received  the  attention  of  Councils,  and  was 
favorably  reported  by  a  Committee,  as  early  as  December 
24th,  1S29,  as  follows  : 

"  Resolved,  That  Councils  do  most  cordially  approve  of 
the  proposed  route  for  the  Rail  Road  crossing  at  Peter's  Island, 
and  terminating  at  the  intersection  of  Vine  and  Broad  streets, 
with  a  branch  road  to  accommodate  the  eastern  front  of  the 
Schuylkill." 

The  Resolution  was  "  unanimously  adopted." 

On  the  4th  of  December,  1845,  a  Committee  of  Councils 
reported,  '•'  That  they  have  deliberately  considered  the  subject 
(of  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road,)  and  are  of  opinion  that  the  value 
of  the  public  wharves  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  City, 
on  its  western  front,  would  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  pro- 
posed rail  road,  and  that  it  would  be  right  and  proper,  that 
the  project  should  be  encouraged  by  Councils.  They  there- 
fore recommend  a  subscription  to  the  stock  of  the  proposed 
Company,  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  herewith  submit  a 
resolution  to  that  effect." 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  with  slight  alteration. 
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Thus  encouraged  and  supported  by  Councils,  the  Company 
procured  further  subscription  from  individuals,  and  on  the 
completion  of  the  number  of  shares,  and  having  complied 
with  all  other  requisitions  of  the  law,  they  obtained  letters 
patent  and  organized  the  Company. 

The  report  of  their  Engineer,  Edward  F.  Gay,  containing 
the  location,  plan,  and  estimate  of  cost,  accompanies  this.  It 
is  approved  by  the  Company,  and  all  other  persons  interested 
in  the  road,  to  whom  it  has  been  shown.  It  is  believed  to 
be  the  best,  and  probably  the  only  practicable  mute,  if  we 
consult  the  interest  of  the  Gas  Company  and  the  proposed 
Market  street  rail  road. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  proceedings,  showing 
that  the  subject  was  introduced  as  early  as  1*29,  and  enter- 
tained in  the  most  favorable  manner  as  late  as  1S45,  we  in- 
form the  Committee  that  we  have  regularly  communicated 
with  many  members  of  Councils,  and  are  not  aware  of 
change  in  the  views  of  any  person  who  is  interested  or  in- 
formed on  the  subject  ;  on  the  contrary,  there  is  almost  daily 
inquiry  made  as  to  the  progress  of  the  enterprize,and  we  are 
much  urged  to  complete  the  work. 

Although  we  do  not  consider  the  Committee  on  Public 
Highways  charged  with  an  investigation  of  the  merits  of  the 
proposed  rail  road,  but  merely,  with  an  examination  of  "the 
location,  plan,  and  estimate  of  cost,"  and  the  correctness  of 
our  allegation,  that  all  the  requisitions  of  the  act  of  incorpora- 
tion have  been  complied  with,  we  invite  their  attention  to 
the  following  facts,  that  induce  us  confidently  to  believe,  our 
proposed  rail  road  will  very  much  enhance  the  value  of  the 
western  front  of  the  city,  and  that  the  investment  will  realize  a 
large  direct  interest  to  the  city. 

Previous  to  the  business  of  the  Schuylkill  river  being 
diverted  from  it  by  the  Reading,  Willow  street,  and  South- 
wark  rail  roads,  the  annual  rental  of  the  city  wharf  property 
on  the  Schuylkill,  was  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  ;  since  then  most  of  it  has  been  idle  ;  and 
now,  when  the  increase  of  the  business  of  the  city  is  almost 
beyond  control,  the  same  property  only  rents  for  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  dollars,  a  difference  of  more  than  twenty-five 
per  cent,  on  the  whole  cost  of  the  road,  and  more  than  one 
hundred  per  cent,  on  the  city  subscription.  We  have  not 
sufficient  data  to  estimate  accurately  the  licensed  City  Tax 
on  the  Schuylkill,  but  we  are  convinced,  beyond  a  doubt,  that 
this  item  alone  would  amount  to  more  than  twenty-five  per 
cent,  on  the  city  subscription. 
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Private  interest  has  suffered  in  greater  proportion.  An  esti- 
mate would  include  a  history  of  each  property  on  the  river. 
It  is  sorrowfully  depicted  by  the  grass-covered  wharves,  the 
vacated  and  dilapidated  buildings  and  the  sheriff's  handbills 
— they  tell  a  tale  that  can  not  be  misinterpreted  by  interest  or 
ignorance.  These  items  will  afford  data  for  a  full  account. 
The  three  properties  alluded  to,  at  one  time  rented  for  eight 
thousand  three  hundred  dollars,  they  now  rent  for  one  thou- 
sand two  hundred  dollars. 

The  only  question  of  doubt,  that  we  can  imagine,  relative 
to  the  proposed  improvement  is,  will  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road 
bring  back  the  lost  trade  ?  We  answer, — Was  not  the  trade 
lost  to  the  Schuylkill  by  the  terminus  of  the  Reading,  Willow 
street, and  Southwark  roads, and  does  not  the  Schuylkill  offer 
the  best  outlet  for  the  anticipated  business  of  the  Central 
Rail  Road  that  can  be  found  in  the  City  or  County  of  Phila- 
delphia? Are  not  our  Delaware  wharves  groaning  under 
their  increasing  burdens  ?  and  can  any  Eastern  commercial 
house,  or  produce  forwarding  house,  find  wharf  room  between 
Vine  and  South  streets,  without  a  detention  to  shipping  that 
is  loudly  protested  against  by  the  owners  of  coasting  vessels. 

We  conclude  with  the  following  commendation  of  our 
enterprize. 

Edward  Miller,  Civil  Engineer,writes  :  "  Such  a  road  must 
increase  the  value  of  property  on  its  route ;  the  Willow  street 
and  Southwark  roads,  only  touch  single  water  communica- 
tions, while  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  will  traverse  an  entire 
harbor.  The  coal  yards  of  Broad  and  Willow  street,  will  be 
removed  to  the  Schuylkill,  where  alone  they  can  enjoy  the 
full  advantage  of  connection  with  the  Schuylkill  Canal  and 
the  Reading  Rail  Road." 

S.  W.  Roberts,  Civil  Engineer,  writes,  (among  many  other 
favorable  arguments) :  "  When  the  Central  Rail  Road  is  made, 
which  will  bind  together  the  two  ends  of  the  State,  and  con- 
nect Philadelphia  by  unbroken  line  with  the  Ohio  river,  and 
the  great  west,  the  necessity  of  an  additional  number  of 
branch  roads  about  the  City,  must  be  apparent  to  all.  I 
believe  the  Schuylkill  Rail  Road  will  more  than  repay  its 
cost,  but  it  is  when  viewed  as  part  of  a  system  of  metropolitan 
improvements,  that  its  importance  to  the  public  at  large  is 
seen  in  its  strongest  light."

Sir  : — The  plan  of  Railway  proposed,  consists  of  the  H  rail, 
weighing  50  lbs.  per  lineal  yard,  secured  to  longitudinal 
string  pieces,  five  by  six  inches  square,  which  rest  on  cross 
sills  three  by  ten  inches  square,  laid  four  feet  apart.  In  the 
streets  the  pavement  to  be  laid  Jlush  with  the  top  of  the  rails 
on  the  outside,  and  on  the  inner  side  to  be  one  inch  and  a 
half  below  it.  This  form  of  track  for  streets,  has,  in  other 
cities  been  found  the  least  objectionable  of  any  of  the  various 
plans  in  use  ;  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  found  much 
the  cheapest,  and  best,  in  the  end,  as  it  is  simple  in  form, 
easily  constructed,  and  can  be  repaired  with  as  little  difficulty 
as  any  other.

This  will  be  found  to  be  an  increase  of  $16,738  80  over  the 
estimated  receipts  from  these  sources  for  the  past  year,  and 
about  $2000  less  than  was  then  actually  received.     It  is  not 
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probable  that  our  estimates  for  this  year  will  bear  a  less  propor- 
tion to  our  actual  receipts,  than  our  estimates  for  the  past  year 
did  to  the  actual  receipts  during  that  time.  It  is  indispensably 
required  by  prudence  to  place  the  sums  to  be  received  from 
these  sources  at  the  lowest  possible  amount  to  which  they  can 
fall,  and  the  item  of  rents  of  the  wharves,  stores,  &c,  belonging 
to  the  City  is  the  only  one  among  those  now  referred  to,  which 
can  be  accurately  computed  before  they  are  collected. 

By  referring  to  our  estimates,  it  will  be  perceived  that  we 
compute  the  amount  to  be  required  this  year  for  the  payment  of 
interest  on  the  City  Loans,  at  about  $240,000  and  it  will  hence 
be  perceived  that  by  the  increased  City  debt  incurred  to  meet 
the  payment  of  the  City's  subscription  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  there  will  be  this  year  less  revenue  from 
the  City  property,  if  the  interest  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
stock  is  excluded,  than  the  amount  of  the  interest  on  its  Loans, 
which  the  Corporation  will  be  this  year  required  to  pay. 

The  rise  of  rents  during  the  next  year  under  certain  existing 
leases  of  City  property,  and  the  probable  ground  rent  to  be  then 
received  from  the  West  Philadelphia  property,  will  increase  the 
annual  revenue  of  the  Corporation,  it  is  believed,  about  $6000  ; 
and  the  tolls  to  be  collected  from  the  use  of  the  City  Railroad 
now  in  the  course  of  construction,  to  connect  the  new  extension 
of  the  Columbia  Railroad  at  West  Philadelphia  with  the  present 
City  Railroad  at  Broad  and  Market  streets,  will,  it  cannot  be 
doubted,  return  an  income  of  considerable  amount.  The  only 
other  item  of  anticipated  income  from  Corporation  property  dur- 
ing the  next  year,  will  be  dividends  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  which  will  before  then  be  completed  (as  its 
Directors  inform  us)  to  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  Allegheny 
Portage.  Should  this  road,  entirely  free  from  debt,  only  earn 
3  per  cent,  a  year  on  its  capital,  the  City  will  receive  from  it  a 
yearly  revenue  of  $75,000,  one-half  of  which,  or  yearly  divi- 
dends of  only  1%  per  cent,  on  that  Company's  capital,  will 
almost  suffice  to  make  the  City's  property  income  equal  to  the 
whole  of  the  annual  interest  on  its  debt. 

This  brings  us  to  the  question  of  the  propriety  of  using  the 
sum  of  $41,500  of  uncancelled  Railroad  Loan  now  held  by  the 
Corporation,  and  which  has  been  before  referred  to  in  this 
report.  An  examination  of  the  Interest  Account  appended  to 
the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
will  show  that  they  have  paid  out  for  interest  less  than  $75,000 
beyond  what  they  have  received  for  interest  and  as  net  profits. 
The  City  owns  less  than  half  of  the  stock  of  that  Company  ; 
and  if  we  assume  that  the  Corporation  owns  one-half  of  it,  it 
will  follow  that  the  City's  share  of  the  capital  of  that  Company 

30 
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has  been  diminished  by  their  payment  of  interest  on  stock, 
$37,500;  while  we  have  already  cancelled,  as  sunk,  nearly 
double  that  sum,  and  we  will  cancel  in  the  same  manner,  dur- 
ing the  present  year,  an  additional  amount  of  say  $115,000, 
being  almost  treble  the  same  sum.  In  point  of  integrity,  then, 
it  is  clear  that  the  creditors  of  the  City  cannot  complain  of  the 
use  of  the  small  sum  paid  to  us  by  the  Railroad  Company,  now 
under  consideration,  as  this  Company  held  and  employed  the 
money  received  from  the  Corporation,  before  using  it  on  their 
works,  long  enough  to  realize  an  interest  much  more  than  the 
amount  in  question.  It  is  needless  to  refer  to  the  legislation 
of  the  State,  which  partly  produced  this  result,  or  to  examine 
minutely  the  exact  causes  which  led  to  it — the  actual  earning 
of  the  interest  being  the  only  matter  which  ought  to  concern  us 
for  the  present  purpose. 

Nor  can,  as  we  submit,  any  questions  of  expediency  prevent 
us  from  adopting  the  proposed  measure,  the  only  argument 
which,  we  have  believed,  could  be  suggested  on  this  head, 
being  that  the  earning  was  from  a  temporary  source,  and  that 
we  should  not  base  a  financial  course  on  any  temporary  reve- 
nue ;  but  this  admits  of  the  easy  answer  that  the  earnings  of  the 
Railroad  Company  during  the  present  year,  from  the  actual  use 
of  its  road  and  machinery,  cannot  be  estimated  at  so  low  a  sum 
as  not  to  produce,  as  the  share  of  the  City  from  those  earnings, 
considering  the  Corporation  as  a  partner  with  the  other  stock- 
holders, a  sum  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  uncancelled  Loan 
in  question  ; — and  yet  the  whole  sum  to  be  received  by  the 
Corporation  during  the  current  year  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  will  be  paid  in  City  Loan  at  par,  and  will 
be  cancelled.  Besides  all  which,  if  our  estimates  should  prove 
to  be  as  correct  as  those  of  the  Finance  Committee  have  here- 
tofore been,  the  greater  part  of  the  sum  of  $41,500  will  be  a 
surplus,  and  will  not  be  used  unless  some  extraordinary  expen- 
ditures should  be  made  by  the  Corporation  during  the  current 
year. 

The  condition  of  the  Sinking  Fund  has  already  been  inci- 
dentally noticed.  Its  precise  state  will  be  found  detailed  in  one 
of  the  Statements  which  accompany  this  report.

will  have  paid  off  $140,000  of  the  City  debt,  and  increased  over 
and  above  that  sum,  $46,423  30. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  in  this  report  to  explain  in  detail  all 
the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  City  Corporation  ;  they 
will  be  found  by  any  of  our  citizens,  in  minute  detail,  in  the 
reports  of  the  receiving  and  disbursing  officers  of  the  Corpora- 
tion ;  but  the  Committee  have  judged  it  expedient  to  annex 
hereto  some  Tabular  Statements,  presenting  a  condensed  view 
of  all  the  fiscal  operations  of  the  City. 

As  the  administration  of  the  Corporation  is  honest  and  eco- 
nomical, its  officers  invite  the  scrutiny  of  the  citizens  at  large 
into  their  acts  ; — and  if  we  can  establish  the  precedent  of  a 
clear  exhibition  of  the  administration  of  our  municipal  govern- 
ment, to  be  yearly  presented  to  the  public,  it  is  believed  that  the 
practice  will  create  a  useful  check  upon  careless  or  unfaithful 
representatives,  if  any  such  should  hereafter  be  elected. 

By  an  examination  of  the  table  of  the  cash  payments  made 
by  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  past  ten  years,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  increase  of  expenditures  between  those  periods,  will  be 
accounted  for  by  the  items  of  expenditure  by  the  Watering, 
Police,  Highways,  and  City  Property  Committees.  The  first 
named  Committee  purchased  the  last  year  about  twelve  acres 
on  the  highest  ground  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  town,  as 
the  site  of  a  new  reservoir,  which  when  constructed,  will  not 
only  raise  the  head  of  water  supplied  to  the  City,  but  afford 
with  the  present  reservoirs,  storage  for  nearly  a  week's  con- 
sumption, enabling  the  Superintendent  to  stop  the  water  pumps 
in  times  of  freshets,  when  the  water  is  muddy  and  perhaps  un- 
wholesome. 

The  Police  expenditure  has  been  increased,  as  it  is  well 
known,  by  more  than  doubling  the  number  of  the  City  police 
officers.  The  Highways  Committee  has  augmented  its  expen- 
ditures by  greatly  increasing  the  City  sewerage  and  extending 
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the  street  pavements  ;  and  lastly,  the  Committee  on  City  Pro- 
perty have  for  some  years  made  considerable  outlays  of  money 
in  permanent  improvements  of  the  Corporation  real  estate,  yield- 
ing large  annual  returns  of  money. 

For  more  distinctness,  it  is  proper  to  add  that  our  report 
omits  any  reference  to  the  City  Gas  Loans,  as  the  Gas  Works 
and  its  finances  are  managed  by  an  independent  board  of  trus- 
tees. It  is  sufficient  to  say,  that  the  Corporation  owns  in  those 
works  a  property  worth  $500,000  above  the  amount  of  the  out- 
standing Gas  Loans,  and  that  large  additions  are  yearly  made 
to  the  separate  Sinking  Fund  of  the  works,  from  their  net 
profits.  The  details  of  their  management  and  financial  con 
dition  will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  trustees  of  the 
works. 

The  Committee  annex  hereto  a  tabular  statement  of  the  net 
sum  yearly  raised  by  the  City  taxation  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  Committee  propose,  besides  the  usual  personal  tax,  an 
assessment  at  the  rate  of  Fifty-eight  cents  on  the  One  Hundred 
Dollars  on  the  valuation  of  the  real  estate  in  the  City — the 
same  rate  as  the  past  year,  but  yielding  an  increased  sum  from 
the  intervention  of  the  triennial  assessment,  and  the  consequent 
increase  in  the  value  of  the  real  estate  within  the  Corporation 
limits. 

The  Committee  report  herewith  a  bill  making  the  annual 
appropriation  for  the  different  items  of  the  City's  annual 
expenditure,  and  providing  the  money  for  meeting  the  same.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  read  the  application  of  the  Managers  of 
the  Rosine  Association  to  Councils  for  the  passage  of  an  Ordi- 
nance to  prohibit  u  the  vending  of  small  articles  through  the 
streets  by  children,"  if  such  a  practice  is  not  forbidden  by 
existing  laws ;  and  if  such  laws  do  exist,  then  to  cause  them  to 
be  enforced.     Councils  have  no  authority  to  pass  such  a  by- 
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law  as  is  applied  for.  There  is  no  law  of  the  Commonwealth 
specifically  against  such  vending  by  children.  In  many  cases 
such  selling  is  doubtless  without  the  license  required  by  Act 
of  Assembly  ;  in  some  cases  the  law  against  vagrancy  may  be 
invoked,  and  in  others  a  commitment  to  the  House  of  Refuge 
may  put  a  period  to  the  practice — but  the  enforcement  of  these 
laws  belong  to  the  magistracy ;  Councils  have  no  right  to 
direct,  and  possibly  may  not  be  sufficiently  informed  in  the 
premises  to  advise.

From  these  statements,  it  will  also  be  perceived  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  men,  since 
the  time  referred  to  ;  and  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that 
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the  aggregate  number  at  this  time,  is  sufficient  to  prevent  or 
remove  the  causes  of  complaint. 

Your  Committee  are  further  of  opinion — and  they  are  sus- 
tained by  knowledge  and  experience  in  asserting, — that  even 
a  less  number  of  men  might  suffice,  provided  they  possessed  the 
requisite  qualifications;  amongst  which  vigilance  and  activity  are 
foremost;  and  were  they  induced  by  the  controlling  influence 
of  a  prompt  and  energetic  superintendence,  to  feel  and  act  in 
accordance  with  the  great  responsibilities  they  have  assumed. 
Indeed,  without  such  qualities  and  supervision,  and  a  due 
sense  of  such  obligations  as  a  part  of  its  organization,  there  can 
be  no  permanent  usefulness  in  any  police  system — it  would  be 
vain  to  hope  it. 

The  suggestions  of  experience  teach  also,  that  to  increase  the 
number  of  men,  is  not  the  most  effectual  means  of  augmenting 
the  utility  of  the  police.  And  it  is  believed, should  Councils  be  in- 
duced, however,  to  accede  to  such  a  proposition, — in  the  present 
relaxed  state  of  discipline  among  these  guardians  of  the  welfare 
of  the  community, — they  would  not  only  be  liable  to  fail  in 
the  purpose  of  amendment,  and  thereby  subject  the  people  to  a 
heavier  burthen  of  taxes,  but  multiply  the  number  of  loungers 
at  the  corners  of  the  streets,  and  other  reprehensible  rendezvous. 

It  is  from  such  considerations  your  Committee  are  induced 
to  conclude, — the  legislative,  power  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
of  Councils,  having  provided  the  means  of  upholding  the 
maintenance  of  good  order,  and  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and 
immorality  within  our  bounds, — that  further  responsibility  rests 
where  the  executive  power  has  been  confided,  with  which  it  is 
deemed  inexpedient  to  interfere,  unless  through  an  application 
to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  for  means  to  procure  more  cer- 
tainly the  salutary  ends  desired. 

Your  Committee  therefore  beg  leave  to  offer  the  resolution 
annexed,  and  respectfully  ask  that  it  may  be  adopted  by 
Councils.

To  An  Ordinance  entitled  An  Ordinance  for  the  regulation  of 
Cabs  and  Omnibuses,  passed  April  1,  1841. 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled, 
That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  omnibus  or  omnibuses  em- 
ployed within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  transporting  or 
conveyance  of  persons  for  hire  or  pay,  shall  on  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  June  next,  and  annually  thereafter,  between  the 
1st  and  10th  days  of  April,  appear  at  the  City  Clerk's  Office, 
and  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the  twelfth  section  of  the 
said  Ordinance,  shall  enter  in  said  book  the  proposed  route  to 
be  taken,  and  the  number  to  be  used  in  any  line  of  omnibuses, 
and  the  certificates  to  be  received  by  the  said  owner  or  owners 
shall  contain  such  additional  matter. 

Sect.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  City  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  from  time  to  time,  to  issue  licenses  to 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  to  keep  and  use  omnibuses  ;  such 
licenses  shall  specify  in  each  case,  the  name  and  place  of  abode 
of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof;  the  number  of  each  omnibus  ;

I  received  also  during  the  evening,  the  same  generous  offers 
from  the  Cities  of  New  York  and  Baltimore,  but  declined  them, 
with  many  thanks  for  their  kindness.

Cleansing,  with  power  to  take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem 
necessary," 

Respectfully  Report — 

It  is  the  unanimous  result  of  said  conference, — that  it  be  re  • 
commended  to  Select  and  Common  Councils  to  adopt  said 
resolutions  with  the  following  amendment,  viz  :  Strike  out  all 
the  words  of  the  first  resolution  after  the  word  "  cleanliness"  in 
the  sixth  line,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  viz  :  To 
make  report  of  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Contractor  for 
Cleansing  to  the  City  Commissioners,  and  report  weekly  the 
condition  of  his  district  generally  to  the  Committee  on  Cleans- 
ing, which  Committee  shall  meet  weekly  until  the  day  above 
named,  to  receive  said  reports.     Thus 

Resolved,  That  until  the  30th  day  of  September  next,  the 
City  shall  be  divided  by  the  Clerks  of  Councils,  into  31  Sanitary 
Districts,  that  each  of  the  said  districts  shall  be  assigned  by  the 
Clerks  to  some  one  member  of  Councils,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be,  if  practicable,  to  inspect  at  least  once  a  week  each  part  of 
his  district,  in  relation  to  its  health  and  cleanliness,  to  make 
report  of  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Contractor  for  Cleans- 
ing to  the  City  Commissioners,  and  report  weekly  the  condition 
of  his  district  generally  to  the  Committee  on  Cleansing,  which 
Committee  shall  meet  weekly  until  the  day  abovenamed  to 
receive  said  reports. 

Resolved,  That  the  Police  of  the  city  are  hereby  directed  to 
obey  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  members  of  the  Councils, 
in  relation  to  their  respective  districts,  in  all  matters  appertain- 
ing to  the  health  and  cleanliness  thereof.

REPORT. 

To  the  Selet  and  Common  Councils : — 

The  undersigned  Committee  of  Visitation  to  Girard  College, 
for  the  months  of  May  and  June,  1850,  in  contemplating  this 
magnificent  undertaking,  would  do  injustice  to  their  feelings 
and  obligations  were  they  to  omit,  on  this  occasion,  to  tender 
to  their  constituent  bodies  a  testimony  of  satisfaction,  and  their 
cordial  and  sincere  gratulations  on  the  happy  results  Select  and 
Common  Councils  have,  successively  achieved  "  through  evil 
and  through  good  report,"  by  the  fulfillment  of  the  requirements 
of  the  Will  of  STEPHEN  GIRARD,  as  now  exhibited  through- 
out the  Girard  College  for  Orphans.  And  your  Committee  are 
fully  persuaded  that  no  impediment  can  possibly  arise  to  ob- 
struct the  great  and  beneficent  design  of  the  Donor,  even  to 
the  utmost  extent  of  his  liberality,  while  a  system  of  clear, 
well-defined,  and  uniform  government  is  maintained  therein, 
by  Councils ;  and  whilst  the  ministration  of  its  blessings  is 
confided  to  competent  and  responsible  agents. 

The  arrangement  of  their  members  by  Councils,  into  Com- 
mittees of  Visitation,  is  worthy  also  of  commendation.  The 
practical  advantages  derived  through  this  direct  medium  of 
communication,  have  been  abundantly  demonstrated  ;  and  it  is 
obvious  that  the  legal  obligations  imposed  on  Councils  by  Mr. 
Girard's  Will,  have  been  thus  satisfied.  Through  these  Com- 
mittees, the  facility  of  acquiring  every  species  of  information, 
even  the  most  minute  details  in  every  department  of  the  Col- 
lege, is  placed  within  the  reach  of  each  member  of  Councils 
in  turn  ;  and  hence  it  follows,  that  no  abuse  or  defect  in  the 
government,  or  in  the  operations  of  the  Institution,  can  escape 
observance,  or  be  permitted  to  exist  within  its  boundaries.  The 
watchful  care,  and  responsibilities  of  Councils,  are  thus  afforded 
the  means  of  satisfaction  :  the  great  objects  of  the  Testator  thus 
secured  ;  the  welfare,  health  and  happiness  of  the  inmates  pre- 
served :  and  the  community  at  large,  through  these  may,  at  all 
times,  be  assured  of  the  faithfulness  and  care  with  which  the 
benefits  of  the  Institution  are  administered. 

The  minute  books,  and  books  of  accounts,  exhibit  with 
great  exactness  the  proceedings  of  the  Directors,  and  the  ex- 
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penditures  of  the  Institution. — Every  Committee  of  the  Board 
is  responsible  for  the  expenditures  of  the  particular  department 
under  its  care.  Before  being  paid,  the  bills  thus  incurred,  are 
supervised,  first  by  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  again  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  lastly  by  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Girard  Estates.  Each  bill  is  then  copied  in  detail,  and  the 
amount  posted  to  the  account  book  of  the  appropriate  Com- 
mittee, where  it  is  analyzed  with  care,  under  the  heads  of  Sub- 
sistence, Fuel,  "Wages,  Salaries,  Books,  Stationery,  &c.  The 
aggregate  amounts  thus  analyzed,  are  again  transferred  to  the 
Ledger,  which  shows,  at  a  glance,  the  fiscal  condition  of  the 
Institution,  the  amount  of  each  separate  item  of  support,  the 
cost  of  each  pupil,  &c.  At  each  stated  meeting,  a  balance 
sheet  is  laid  before  the  Board  of  Directors,  exhibiting  the  ap- 
propriations, the  expenditures,  and  the  unexpended  balances. 

This  system,  although  somewhat  novel,  and  requiring  much 
labor  and  care — which  is  very  satisfactorily  attended  to  by  Mr. 
H.  W.  Arey,  the  Secretary  and  Librarian — is  not,  however,  com- 
plicated, and  will  form  a  reliable  and  most  interesting  history 
of  the  College,  and  the  labors  of  its  Directors. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  further  to  particularize 
the  varied  matters  which  have  been  presented  to  their  notice; 
or  to  commend  where  evidences  of  approval  are  so  numerous  ; 
it  may,  however,  be  proper  to  add,  that  the  new  building, 
intended  to  increase  the  accommodation  and  promote  the  health 
and  convenience  of  the  family,  is  progressing  with  steady 
activity,  having  due  regard  to  the  durability  of  the  structure, 
and  will  be  completed  within  the  time  proposed. 

It  has  been  suggested,  that  the  use  of  gas  light  throughout 
the  establishment,  would  greatly  promote  the  general  purposes 
of  the  Institution,  and  eventually  prove  more  economical  than 
the  ordinary  means  of  lighting. 

With  the  exception  of  one  of  the  teachers,  now  restored, 
three  pupils  slightly  sick,  and  one  pupil  afflicted  with  a  disease, 
by  which  it  appears  he  must  have  been  afflicted  in  its  incipient 
form,  at  the  time  of  his  admission,  the  health  of  this  large 
family  has  been  uninterrupted  during  the  season  of  visitation.^ 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  officers  of  the 
College,  upon  whom  they  have  had  occasion  to  call  for  infor- 
mation, especially  to  the  gentleman  who  has  recently  been 
called  to  take  charge  of  the  Institution,  Mr.  William  H.  Allen  ; 
and  Councils  are  largely  indebted  to  the  prescience  and  discri- 
mination of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  their  judicious  choice  of 
this  gentleman.  His  kind  and  winning  manners,  exemplary 
piety,  eminent  mental  endowments  and  qualifications,  together 
with  his  experience  as  an  instructor  and  guide  of  the  youthful 
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mind,  have  most  suitably  fitted  him  for  the  position  he  occupies 
— the  Executive  Administrator  and  Head  of  Girard  College.

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled* 
That  the  City  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  place 
to  the  credit  of  the  Committee  on  public  highways,  all  sums  of 
money  which  he  shall  receive  by  the  hands  of  (he  City  Com- 
missioners, from  individuals,  and  from  the  trustees  of  the  Gas 
works,  for  work  and  labor  done  for  them,  and  paid  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  public  highways  ;  and  also  the  proceeds  of  refuse 
materials  sold  by  the  said  Commissioners. 
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To  fix  the  regulation  of  ascents  and  descents  in  Ashton  street 
north  and  south  of  High  street. 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled. 
That  the  regulation  of  ascents  and  descents  in  Ashton  street, 
next  north  and  south  of  High  street,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  fixed  and  established  according  to  a  plan  hereto  annexed, 
and  made  part  of  this  ordinance,  dated  the  14th  day  of  August, 
1850,  and  made  by  Samuel  H.  Kneass,  City  Surveyor  and 
Regulator,  any  existing  ordinance  or  regulation  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

Report,  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
have  addressed  to  each  of  the  accepting  Companies  under  the 
Ordinance  in  relation  thereto,  requesting  a  statement  of  the  in- 
juries sustained  ;  and  so  soon  as  replies  are  received,  the  Com- 
mittee will  make  such  investigation  as  will  enable  them  to  come 
to  a  result  as  to  the  amount  of  aid  which  each  may  stand  in 
need  of. 

Those  embraced  in  the  above  category,  are  the  Neptune  Hose 
Company,  the  Good  Will  Fire  Co.,  the  Reliance  Engine  Co., 
and  the  Schuylkill  Hose  Co. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  report,  that  they  do  not

Gentlemen — In  projecting  a  system  for  the  thorough  drain- 
age of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  most  serious  difficulty  that 
presents  itself,  is  the  very  plain  or  flat  surface  of  the  City  plat. 
Upon  ground  already  sufficiently  low  in  its  natural  condition, 
still  further  efforts  have  been  made  to  reduce  the  elevation, 
until  it  stands  so  nearly  on  a  level  as  to  materially  increase  the 
difficulty  of  freeing  it  rapidly  from  heavy  inundations,  whether 
by  rains,  thaws,  or  any  adventitious  deluges,  arising  from  the 
free  use  of  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

In  a  complete  system  of  sewerage,  all  these,  elements  must 
be  taken  into  the  account,  and  due  consideration  must  be  given 
to  the  action  of  these  several  causes,  singly  and  in  combination. 
It  is  of  course  impossible  to  change  the  level  of  the  City  ;  and 
remedial  means  must  be  sought,  to  obviate  as  far  as  possible 
the  evils  entailed  by  its  injudicious  adoption.  One  of  the  most 
important  is  the  insertion  of  frequent  inlets  at  short  distances, 
so  that  temporary  obstructions  in  the  gutters  cannot  confine, 
above  ground,  any  considerable  amount  of  fluid.  In  aid  of 
these  means,  whenever  repairing  becomes  necessary,  the  level 
of  the  street  should  be  increased  as  much  as  possible  at  its 
summit,  so  as  to  allow  the  greatest  possible  descent  from  the 
crown  of  the  paving  to  the  entrance  of  the  inlet. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  inform  myself,  the  culverts  in 
the  City  have  been  laid  down  without  due  reference  to  the 
areas  which  they  were  intended  to  drain.  The  first  step  to  a 
perfect  system  is  to  ascertain  with  as  much  exactness  as  possi-

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ble,  the  several  areas  requiring  particular  sewers,  and  to  ap- 
portion the  culverts  to  the  necessities  of  each. 

The  necessary  examinations  and  surveys  with  a  view  to  this 
information  are  now  being  made  ;  but  it  is  a  labor  of  patient 
research  and  extended  time,  and  will  delay  a  full  and  final 
report  on  the  whole  subject  for  a  considerable  period.  With- 
out such  data  it  would  be  fruitless  to  lay  down  any  definitive 
plan  of  sewerage  that  could  meet  the  increasing  wants  of  the 
City  on  this  point. 

No  sewer  should  be  constructed  until  its  amount  and  char- 
acter of  drainage  has  been  carefully  ascertained.  Hawkesly, 
in  an  examination  before  Commissioners  of  Inquiry  into  the 
state  of  large  towns,  &c,  answers:  "  In  respect  to  drainage,  it 
may  in  many  instances  be  found  that  owing  to  the  neglect  of 
the  natural  water  courses,  the  waters  of  the  District  are  very 
imperfectly  carried  away.  *****  It  will  therefore  be  ne- 
cessary to  introduce  a  searching  survey,  and  to  construct  a  com- 
prehensive plan  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  determining 
the  nature  and  extent  of  those  improvements  which  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  promote  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
population  that  is  to  be  affected.  Such  survey  and  plan  would 
also  materially  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  construction,  and 
the  economy  of  management.  The  extent  of  survey  must  be 
determined  by  the  natural  features  of  the  country,  and  must 
not  be  limited  by  any  artificial  boundaries." 

That  the  most  prompt  measures  should  be  taken  to  project 
and  lay  down  a  complete  system  of  sewerage,  is  apparent  to  all 
who  have  paid  the  least  attention  to  the  subject.  In  the  hot 
season  especially,  the  stench  arising  from  our  courts  and  alleys 
is  abhorrent  to  the  senses,  from  the  amount  of  putrid  water  in 
the  gutters,  and  the  effluvia  arising  from  the  abundance  of  well 
privies,  both  which  evils  should  be,  if  possible,  removed. 

As  far  as  practicable,  privilege  should  be  given,  under  proper 
restrictions,  and  perhaps  at  proper  rates,  to  open  into  the  com- 
mon sewers,  outlets  for  water-closets  and  other  drains,  for  the 
passage  of  the  debris  accruing  from  various  sources.  These 
restrictions  should  embrace,  that  each  and  every  water-closet  or 
hopper,  should  be  made  with  a  proper  trap,  not  exceeding  four 
inches  in  diameter ;  where  a  series  of  water-closets  is  introduced 
into  one  pipe,  there  should  be  sufficient  fall  given  to  the  re- 
ceiving pipe  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  the  filth  deposited  into 
one  closet  from  backing  upon  another ;  and  further,  that  a  trap 
should  be  placed  at  the  point  where  the  receiving  pipe  is  intro- 
duced into  that  which  leads  to  the  main  sewer. 

The  propriety  of  thus  getting  rid  of  the  necessary  refuse  of  a 
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crowded  population,  cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted  upon. 
Every  new  sewer  should  be  made  at  such  a  level  as  would  per- 
mit as  far  as  possible  this  use  of  them.  A  use  to  which  many 
of  those  already  existing  cannot  possibly  be  appropriated.  Such 
a  construction  of  sewerage  would  lead  largely  in  future  building 
to  the  introduction  of  water-closets,  in  lieu  of  the  old  system  of 
well  privies,  a  system  nauseous  in  all  its  features,  and  more  or 
less  always  tending  to  inconvenience  and  disease. 

The  granting  of  these  privileges  would  be  compensated  by 
certain  rates  of  assessment,  the  details  of  which  fall  properly 
within  the  province  of  Councils  to  determine  ;  but  the  benefits 
accruing  to  the  owners  and  tenants  from  their  substitution, 
might  well  afford  a  liberal  compensation  for  such  use  of  the 
culverts,  and  relieve  the  city  in  some  measure  from  the  heavy 
expenditure  incurred  in  their  construction. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  to  be  remarked  that  experience  has 
demonstrated  that  the  most  proper  form  for  sewers  is  the  egg- 
shaped,  with  the  narrow  point  at  the  bottom. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  urge  the  scientific  arguments  which 
prove  that  such  a  form  more  readily  frees  itself  of  the  semi- 
fluid mass  of  which  it  is  the  outlet.  Wherever  this  shape  has 
been  adopted,  it  has  received  the  favorable  testimony  of  every 
one  conversant  with  the  subject,  and  may  now  be  considered 
as  a  point  definitively  settled. 

In  determining  upon  the  erection  of  a  complete  system  of 
sewerage,  a  certain  classification  of  their  capacity  is  necessary, 
which  should  be  commensurate  with  the  areas  they  are  intended 
to  drain,  as  well  as  the  supplies  of  water  required  by  the  same. 
This  classification,  with  a  proper  attention  to  ventilation,  it  is 
supposed  would  fully  meet  all  contingencies.  The  absence  of 
any  ventilation  in  many  of  the  sewers  already  built,  very  ma- 
terially reduces  their  capacity,  as  it  frequently  happens  that  less 
than  one-half  the  capacity  of  the  culvert  is  appropriated  to  the 
transmission  of  the  water  and  heavier  substances,  the  remainder 
being  occupied  by  compressed  air. 

The  ventilators  at  present  in  use,  are  exceedingly  injudicious 
in  their  elevation,  and  I  think  unnecessarily  complicated  in 
their  machinery.  It  is  suggested  that  in  all  future  constructions 
for  this  purpose,  the  conducting  pipes  should  be  carried  up  to 
the  average  height  of  the  buildings  in  their  vicinity,  so  as  to 
throw  the  nauseous  effluvia  into  the  atmosphere  beyond  the 
ordinary  inhalation  of  the  inhabitants.  This  might  con- 
veniently be  done  by  bringing  the  pipes  to  the  surface,  close  to 
or  within  the  walls  of  the  buildings,  and  continuing  them  either 
annexed  to  the  water  spouts,  or  entirely  removed  from  view 
through  the  brick  work  of  the  houses. 
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This  method  would  furnish  a  continual  ventilation,  and 
lessen  the  liability  to  derangement,  and  remove  the  nuisance  at 
times  so  annoying  by  their  present  insufficient  elevation. 

It  will  be  seen  that  I  have  in  this  hasty  sketch  confined  my 
observations  entirely  to  the  subject  of  sewerage,  omitting  alto- 
gether any  notice  of  other  matters  properly  falling  within  the 
sphere  of  my  official  duties. 

In  a  more  full  and  extended  report,  wherein  a  perfect  system 
of  drainage  will  be  attempted,  other  considerations,  suggested 
by  my  researches  for  the  examination  of  the  main  subject,  but 
only  incidentally  connected  with  it,  will  be  treated  upon.  The 
manner  in  which  the  requirements  of  legislative  and  municipal 
acts  for  the  erection  of  tenement  walls  is  evaded  in  spirit,  while 
apparently  fulfilled  to  the  letter,  may  be  instanced  as  one  of 
the  subjects  which  should  be  thoroughly  examined,  and  proper 
remedies  provided. 

The  great  importance  to  the  city  of  the  projected  improve- 
ments, requires  a  corresponding  care  in  the  examination  of  all 
the  points  connected  with  them,  and  calls  not  only  for  the  most 
minute  investigation,  but  also  for  the  most  careful  consideration 
and  digestion  of  the  whole  subject.  This  will  necessarily  con- 
sume a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  labor.  The  full  and 
final  report  cannot  be  completed  prior  to  the  first  of  December 
ensuing.  As  much  force  as  can  be  advantageously  employed, 
is  now  engaged  in  determining  the  areas  to  be  drained  by  par- 
ticular sections  of  sewerage,  and  in  the  endeavor  to  ascertain 
the  amount  and  locality  of  the  sewers  now  existing. 

The  final  report  will  embrace  a  map  of  the  old  sewerage  as 
far  as  the  researches  of  the  examiners  will  enable  me  to  prepare 
it,  with  a  statement  of  what  portion  of  the  same  may  be  made 
available  in  the  intended  general  system,  and  how  much,  from 
various  considerations,  it  will  be  proper  to  close  and  discontinue 
altogether.  Respectfully  submitted,

1.  To  enlarge  the  present  building  by  the  addition  of  wings, 
or  any  other  mode  which  might  be  deemed  preferable,  of  such 
capacity,  and  as  would  admit  of  various  improvements  for  the 
benefit  of  the  afflicted  ;  or, 

2.  What  would  be  still  better,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee— dispose  of  the  present  building,  and  all  the  ground  or 
square  attached  thereto,  and  then  to  purchase  further  West,  a 
suitable  lot,  and  build  thereon  an  edifice  more  appropriate,  and 
better  adapted  to  the  present  size,  as  well  as  future  growth  of 
our  City. 
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The  Committee  do  not  doubt  for  a  moment,  but  that  a  sale 
could  be  made  at  this  time,  of  the  lot  or  square  now  appropri- 
ated, from  the  proceeds  of  which  a  beautiful  and  extensive 
structure  could  be  raised,  and  also  an  income,  which,  with  that 
now  employed,  would  be  ample  for  a  much  enlarged  charity.

The  Joint  Special  Committee  appointed  by  virtue  of  a  reso- 
lution of  Councils  passed  the  11th  day  of  July,  1850,  with  in- 
structions "  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  causes  of  the 
great  fire"  of  the  9th  July,  "  and  of  the  explosion  thereat,  and 
to  inquire  and  report  whether  any  further  restrictions  should  be 
made  as  to  the  storage  of  goods  within  the  limits  of  the  City, 
and  diminish  the  risk  from  fires  to  life  and  property," 

REPORT, 

That  the  fire,  for  an  investigation  of  the  causes  of  which,  &c. 
your  Committee  was  appointed,  took  place  on  the  9th  day  of 
July,  late  in  the  afternoon,  and  originated  in  the  upper  room 
of  a  warehouse,  situate  on  Water,  near  Vine  street,  occupied 
by  Messrs.  Berger  &  Butz,  and  used  for  the  storage  of  baled  hay  ; 
the  lower  rooms  were  used  by  the  owners  of  the  premises, 
Messrs.  John  Brock,  Sons  &  Co.,  and  at  the  time  of  the  fire 
contained  large  quantities  of  saltpetre,  sulphur,  sugar  and  mo- 
lasses. 

The  cause  of  the  fire  your  Committee  has  not  been  able  to 
ascertain.  An  investigation  into  the  cause  of  the  explosion  has 
sedulously  engaged  their  attention  ;  popular  rumor  assign  it  to 
the  presence  of  gunpowder  ;  it  was  also  alleged  that  saltpetre 
was  the  agent. 

The  owners  of  the  premises  assert  that  there  was  no  powder 
in  the  building  at  the  period  of  the  fire  ;  and  that  there  had 
been  none  therein  for  a  long  time  previous.  Your  Committee 
are  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  this  assertion.  It  appears  from  an 
examination  of  the  Register  kept  at  the  Powder  Magazine  on 
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the  banks  of  the  Schuylkill,  wherein,  by  act  of  Assembly,  all 
powder  introduced  into,  or  manufactured  in  the  County  of 
Philadelphia,  is  required  to  be  stored,  that  no  powder  has  been 
either  stored  therein  by,  or  delivered  therefrom  to  the  owners 
or  occupants  of  the  store  in  which  the  explosion  took  place, 
for  a  long  time  antecedent  thereto.  The  books  of  the  Messrs. 
Brocks,  Sons  &  Co.  were  without  hesitation  submitted  to  the 
inspection  of  your  Committee,  and  after  a  rigid  scrutiny  thereof, 
and  of  the  accounts  of  those  gentlemen  from  1847  to  the  date 
of  the  fire,  they  were  unable  to  discover  any  evidence  that  pow- 
der had  been  stored  in  their  warehouse  in  Water  St.,  or  in  any 
other  place  in  their  control.  It  will  appear  from  the  letter  from 
Mr.  Dupont  herewith  presented,  that  saltpetre,  mixed  with  the 
substances  which  it  is  conceded  were  in  the  warehouse  of  the 
Messrs.  Brocks,  will  make  an  explosive  compound.  The  Com- 
mittee have  heard  of  abundant  testimony  to  corroborate  this 
statement ;  and  they  are  constrained  to  conclude  that  in  their 
opinion,  the  explosion  referred  to,  was  caused  by  the  combina- 
tion of  saltpetre  with  the  other  merchandize  which  was  in  the 
store  at  the  time  of  the  fire. 

The  Committee  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  storage 
of  saltpetre  with  other  substances  should  be  prohibited ;  and 
they  recommend  that  Councils  should  apply  to  the  Legislature 
for  the  passage  of  laws  to  require  that  saltpetre  should  be  stored 
alone  ;  and  they  ask  leave  to  call  the  early  attention  of  the 
next  Councils  to  the  subject  of  such  application.

Letter  from  Alfred  Du  Pont,  Esq. 

Wilmington,  July  20th,  1850. 

Benjamin  Gerhard,  Philadelphia. 

Sir, — In  compliance  with  our  late  conversation,  I  give  you 
the  following  statement : 

Saltpetre  is  a  non-combustible  substance,  but  is  one  of  the 
most  powerful  supporters  of  combustion  j' hence  its  use  in  mak- 
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ing   gunpowder,  fire-works  and  other  mechanical   compounds 
of  more  or  less  energy,  as  may  be  required. 

The  combustible  substances  commonly  used  in  making  gun- 
powder, are  charcoal  and  saltpetre. 

Experiments  made,  long  since,  at  Essone,  by  order  of  the 
French  Government,  show  that  gunpowder  made  with  eighty- 
five  parts  of  saltpetre  and  fifteen  of  coal,  has  nearly  half  the 
strength  of  common  gunpowder,  when  used  for  artillery  service, 
and  that  when  used  in  much  larger  quantities,  its  strength  ap- 
proximates more  to  that  of  powder. 

A  composition  made  with  saltpetre  and  sulphur,  well  tritu- 
rated and  mixed,  say  eighty  saltpetre  and  twenty  sulphur,  will 
produce  in  small  quantities  a  violent  fire,  but  not  an  explosive 
mixture  ;  in  large  masses,  such  a  compound  is  no  doubt  explo 
sive.  The  three  ingredients,  saltpetre,  coal  and  sulphur,  when 
made  into  gunpowder,  give  the  explosive  mixture  of  the  most 
power  for  ordinary  use. 

It  has  been  remarked  by  the  early  writers  on  the  subject,  that 
the  effect  of  gunpowder  increases  in  a  greater  ratio  than  the 
weights  used  ;  ten  pounds  fired  at  one  time,  giving  more  than 
ten  times  the  result  of  one  pound;  modern  improvements  have 
decreased  the  ratio,  yet  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  explo- 
sive force  or  breaking  power  of  gunpowder  is  more  than  dou- 
bled, when  used,  as  two  is  to  one. 

Mixtures  of  saltpetre  and  coal,  or  of  saltpetre  and  sulphur, 
increase  in  energy,  as  larger  quantities  are  used,  in  a  ratio  much 
greater  than  in  the  case  of  gunpowder;  the  cause  is  simple — 
gunpowder  is  made  so  as  to  give  out  the  greatest  amount  of 
caloric  in  the  shortest  time  possible  ;  the  other  compounds  when 
in  large  quantities  will,  on  taking  fire,  burn  and  fuse  ;  thus  heat 
sufficient  is  evolved  to  cause  an  explosion. 

Saltpetre  stored  separately  from  any  combustible  substance, 
can  cause  no  explosion,  because  the  coal  produced  from  the 
bags  and  the  wood-work  of  the  building,  cannot  mix  through 
it ;  such  coal  causes  the  fire  to  burn  more  or  less  rapidly,  ac 
cording  to  the  quantity  of  wood-work,  &c. ;  but  there  are  vege 
table  substances,  such  as  shell-lac,  resin,  pitch,  tar,  &c.  &c, 
which  melt  at  a  low  temperature,  and  which,  when  stored  in 
the  same  building  with  saltpetre,  will  melt  if  the  building  takes 
fire  ;  substances,  when  in  a  liquid  state,  fill  all  the  vacant 
spaces  between  the  crystals  of  saltpetre,  and  becoming  charred, 
make  an  explosive  compound.  Sugar  and  molasses  will  have 
much  less  effect  than  shell-lac,  resin,  &c.  &c.  However,  even 
saccharine  substances  wi\l,  when  mixed  with  large  quantities 
of  saltpetre,  make  an  exp  losive  compound. 
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There  is  one  mineral  substance  often  stored  with  saltpetre, 
it  is  sulphur;  it  melts  at  a  low  temperature,  and  is  then  very 
liquid,  will  fill  up  every  interstice  between  the  crystals;  as  the 
heat  increases  the  sulphur  thickens,  becomes  viscid  and  will 
not  flow  as  a  liquid,  it  must,  therefore,  remain  mixed  with  the 
saltpetre  until  the  whole  mass  has  acquired  sufficient  heat  to  ex- 
plode. In  such  cases  (the  explosion  of  saltpetre  and  sulphur,) 
the  heat  required  is  of  course  much  accelerated  by  the  small 
quantity  of  coal  produced  by  the  bagging,  timbers,  &c. 

It  would  be  desirable  that  saltpetre  should  be  stored  by  itself, 
in  buildings  under  the  control  of  your  city  authorities  ;  this 
could  be  arranged  so  as  to  cost  nothing  to  the  owners  of  the 
saltpetre  or  to  the  public  ;  for  one-half  a  cent  per  bag,  per  month, 
would  cover  the  cost  of  storage,  and  be  no  more  than  the  ex- 
pense of  storing  in  a  private  store. 

The  owner  of  the  saltpetre  could  always  receive  one  or  two 
dray-loads,  at  one  time,  to  retail  out ;  such  quantities  would  be 
attended  with  no  danger.  If  a  greater  quantity  were  wanted, 
it  would  be  for  export,  and  would  go  direct  to  the  transporta- 
tion lines. 

The  few  instances  of  explosions  produced  in  saltpetre  which 
have  happened  within  this  century,  (I  know  of  none  previous  to 
1800,)  are 

No.  1. — A  schooner  at  the  wharf  at  Boston  ;  there  must  have 
been  powder  on  board,  because  the  quantity  of  saltpetre  being 
trifling,  it  could  not  have  caused  the  injury  produced. 

No.  2. — The  great  New  York  explosion,  caused  by  shell-lac, 
and  the  explosion  much  increasd  by  the  materials  being  buried 
under  an  immense  weight  of  coffee. 

No.  3. — The  explosion  at  Brooklyn.  In  this  instance,  com- 
bustible substances,  of  a  nature  to  melt,  were  in  proximity  to 
the  saltpetre. 

No.  4 — The  late  accident  in  the  Messrs.  Brocks'  store.  Sul- 
phur was  in  proximity,  and  there  may  have  been  on  the  upper 
floors  some  vegetable  substances  capable  of  melting.  It  should 
be  remarked,  that  when  fire  has  occurred  in  buildings  contain- 
ing saltpetre  without  any  combustible  substance,  no  explosion 
has  taken  place. 

First.  In  the  case  of  the  burning  of  the  French  Govern- 
ment Refinery,  at  Paris,  in  the  year  1794,  the  amount  of  salt- 
petre was  enormous — it  is  believed  not  to  have  been  less  than 
one  million  of  pounds  ;  no  explosion  took  place — all  the  wood- 
work was  destroyed,  the  copper  melted,  but  the  walls  remained 
standing  and  fit  for  use. 

Second.  When  the  Refinery  of  the  Bellona  Mills,  near  Bal- 
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timore,  took  fire  in  September,  1812,  there  was  no  explosion  ; 
the  walls  of  the  building  were  extremely  weak,  but  remained 
standing ;  the  fire  was  intense,  and  the  sparks  falling  on  the 
roofs  of  the  powder  mills,  made  four  of  them  explode.  The 
sulphur  was  stored  in  a  separate  building,  which  was  near  the 
Refinery;  this  store-house  took  fire  and  was  destroyed  with  all 
its  contents,  but  from  its  location  the  fused  sulphur  could 
not  flow  in  the  Refinery,  and  thus  no  explosion  occurred  there. 

Third.  In  1824  or  1825,  about  eight  hundred  bags  stored  in 
your  city  were  destroyed  by^fire ;  the  store  stood  in  an  alley 
running  from  the  wharf  to  Penn  street,  below  Pine,  and  the  fire 
was  so  intense,  that  the  smoke  and  gasses  evolved,  not  finding 
sufficient  vent  through  the  doors  and  windows,  actually  forced 
their  way  through  the  joints  of  the  brick  walls ;  no  explosion 
took  place,  except  a  few  puffs  caused  by  some  casks  of  liquor. 

More  instances  might  be  brought  in  evidence,  but  the  above 
is,  I  believe,  sufficient.

APPENDIX,  No.  LXXII. 

Win  <£r&ittance 

To  regulate  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia  in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled, 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  open,  in  such 
incorporated  bank  or  banks  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 
shall  from  time  to  time  designate,  two  accounts,  one  of  which 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  other  shall  be  called  the  Collection  and 
Transfer  account  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of 
Philadelphia  :  The  credits  to  the  first  abovenamed  account 
shall  consist  of  the  transfer  of  credits  from  the  second  above- 
named  account,  to  be  made  in  the  mannerhereinafter  mentioned, 
and  of  deposits  of  such  money  belonging  to  the  city  as  shall  be 
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paid  to  the  City  Treasurer :  And  the  debits  to  said  account 
shall  consist  exclusively  of  the  payments  of  checks  to  be  drawn 
on  the  said  account  by  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  back  of  the 
Mayor's  warrants  hereinafter  mentioned.  The  credits  to  the 
Collection  and  Transfer  Account  aforesaid,  shall  consist  of  the 
deposits  to  be  made  to  the  credit  of  the  same  by  any  person  or 
persons  other  than  the  City  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter  mentioned  ; 
and  the  debits  thereto  shall  consist  exclusively  of  the  transfer  of 
credits  from  time  to  time  to  be  made  from  the  said  account  to 
the  first  abovementioned  account,  whenever  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  direct  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority aforesaid,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer 
making  any  collection  for  or  receiving  any  money  on  account 
of  the  city,  to  deposit  the  same  as  soon  as  he  can  reasonably 
do  so  after  the  receipt  thereof,  in  such  of  the  said  banks  as 
shall  be  named  to  him  by  the  Chairman  of  the  said  Finance 
Committee,  to  the  Credit  of  the  Collection  and  Transfer  Ac- 
count of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia; 
and  on  making  such  deposit  he  shall  receive  from  said  bank  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  same  in  such  form  as  shall  be  directed 
by  the  said  Committee  on  Finance,  which  acknowledgment  he 
shall  deliver  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  him  an  acquittance  for  the  amount  of  such  deposit :  And 
every  lender  of  money  to  the  city  shall  in  like  manner  deposit 
the  amount  so  loaned,  receive  such  acknowledgment,  deliver 
the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  receive  such  acquittance  as 
before  named.  And  the  City  Treasurer,  upon  the  receipt  of 
any  such  acknowledgment,  shall  transfer  the  amount  named 
therein  to  the  credit  of  the  said  first  mentioned  account. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
City  Treasury  except  upon  a  requisition  on  the  Mayor  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  existing  ordinances  ;  and  upon  the  re- 
ceipt by  the  Mayor  of  any  such  requisition,  he  shall  file  the 
same  in  his  office,  and  thereupon  draw  his  warrant  on  the  City 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  thereof  to  the  person 
named  in  such  requisition  or  his  order;  and  the  City  Treasurer 
on  the  receipt  the'reof  shall  pay  the  amount  therein  named,  by 
a  check  endorsed  on  the  said  warrant  payable  to  the  same  per- 
son or  his  order.  For  the  payment  of  interest  due  by  the  city, 
requisitions  shall  be  made  on  the  Mayor  by  the  said  Committee 
on  Finance,  for  the  whole  amount  due  at  the  time  of  each  stated 
payment  thereof,  who  shall  file  the  same  as  beforementioned, 
and  draw  his  warrant  on  and  in  favor  of  the  City  Treasurer  for 
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the  amount  thereof;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall  deposit  the 
same  to  the  credit  of  an  account  which  he  shall  open  in  one  of 
said  banks,  to  be  called  an  Interest  Account,  and  the  said 
Treasurer  shall  issue  his  checks  on  said  account  to  the  individ- 
uals entitled  to  receive  such  interest. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority aforesaid,  That  all  Certificates  of  City  Loan  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall 
keep  a  Register  of  such  certificates;  and  no  original  certificate 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  without  the  production  to  him  of 
an  acknowledgment  as  beforementioned  of  the  amount  deposited 
for  the  same ;  and  no  certificate  to  be  issued  on  a  transfer  of 
City  Loan,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  without  the  cancella- 
tion and  production  to  him  of  the  prior  certificate  in  the  place 
of  which  such  new  certificate  is  to  be  issued. 

Sect.  5.  Jlnd  belt  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  whenever  the  Mayor  shall  be  absent 
from  the  city,  or  unable  by  reason  of  sickness  or  any  other 
cause  to  perform  the  duties  herein  required  of  him,  then  such 
duty  shall  be  devolved  upon  the  President  of  the  Common 
Council  for  the  time  being;  and  such  absence  or  inability  of 
the  Mayor  shall  be  certified  on  the  back  of  the  instrument  to  be 
issued  by  the  Clerk  of  Police. 

Sect.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  City  Treasurer  may  depute  a 
person  to  perform  the  duties  herein  required  of  him,  when  he 
may  be  incapable  thereof  by  reason  of  sickness,  absence  or 
other  inability  :  but  such  deputy  shall  first  be  approved  of  by 
the  said  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  consent  of  the  sureties 
of  the  said  Treasurer  must  be  had  thereto. 

Sect.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  so  much  of  any  Ordinance  as  is 
hereby  altered  or  supplied,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 
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
